LEGISLATIVE SUMMARY.—The 
in session Wednesday night 
occupied its timetoa great extent in 
the eof the bill establishing 
the new county of Pender out of por- 
tions of New Hanover, a warm dis- 
cussion ensuing. 
_ Yesterday the bilkof Jfr. Peebles, 
to charter the Albemarle and Roa- 
noke Railroad, passed its third read- 
ing and goes to the House for action. 
A warm debate occurred on the 
bill of Mr. French to amend the char- 
ter of the city of Wilmington, divid- 
ing the = nto three wards instead 
of five. The bill was ably defended 
by Mr. French and hotly oe by 
r. Cantwell, who could only see in 
itan~attack upon the fundamental 
rights of citizens and upon civil liber- 
ty iteelf. He said that such legisla- 
on was in violation of the right citi- 
sould claim.uader the Federal 
overnment, and intimated that this 
ill might provoke bloodshed, and 
in this last view he was sustained by 
Mabeon, colored, from Edgecombe, 
who had heard Democrats in Wil- 
mington threaten the peace of that 
community. Mr. French said if 
blood was to be shed and if the scenes 
of Vicksburg were to be re-enacted in 
Wilmington or elsewhere in the 
State, the Republican party would 
have to shed it. The Constitution of 
the State gave the Legislature an 
undoubted right to grant, amend and 
repeal all charters within the State, 
and this right they would exercise 
regardless of the threats from the Re- 
publican side of the House.

As an instance, Legislature 
is petitioned to furm a new 
county from rtions of Burke, 
McDowell and Mitchell, to be 
called Linville. Now perhaps no 
two counties in the State are 
more heavily burdened with debt 
than Burke and MeDowell, and if 
this new county should be formed, 
all property embraced within its lim- 
its, it is believed, would be relieved 
from liability for the debts of the res- 
nal counties to which it had be- 

nged. Burke and McDowell would

Virginia towards West Virginia. If |

Mr. Kerr offered an amendment 
changing the time of holding the 
elections of that city, which was 
adopted. 

Mr. Cantwell offered an amendment 
— the control of the city in the 

ands of two separate governments, 
that of the Aldermen and Select 
Councilmen, and defines the powers 
of the Mayor and other officers. He 
was willing to grant the property 
holders of Wilmington a fair control 
of the government of the city, but he 
opposed the bill as introduced. His

fe argued that the bill was danger- 
ous to the interests of the people of 
the whole State and against the 
fundamental principles of Democra- 
ey; it wasathrust at civil liberty. 
He continued his argument for the

He 
reviewed the workings of the recon- 
struction acts, the evils it had inflic- 
ted upon the people of the South, the 
degradation it had brought to the 
Ango-Saxon race to which the Sena- 
tor from New Hanover belonged, and 
the death-blow it had given to civil 
liberty, and asked if he who had 
gone to the support of the Radical 
party because of these reconstruction 
acts had any right to claim that he 
was now the Aare champion of ci- 
vil liberty. The gentleman had warn- 
ed the Senate that this step might 
lead to bloodshed and had even threa- 
tened that the strong arm of the Fed- 
eral Government might be interpos- 
ed, and yet this Senator preached of 
civil liberty. The Senate was not to 
be frightened from doing what it 
deemed it had the Constitutional 
right to do, and if blood was to be 
shed it could be done only by the 
gentleman’sown party. The Gener- 
al Assembly had the Constitutional 
right to grant, amend or repeai all 
charters within the State, and this 
Legislature had the right to give the 
relief easked by the down-trodden 
people of Wilmington. 

The bill passed its second reading 
by a vote of 34 to 11. 

Mr. French moved to suspend the 
rules and place the bill upon its third 
reading. 

Mabson, colored, opposed the mo- 
tion tosuspend. Hehad heard Dem- 
ocrats in Wilmicgton assert that they 
would have control of the city at all 
hazards, aud he believed they were 
prepared to execute this threat. The 
passage of this bill would, in his 
opinion, bring about bloodshed, not- 
withstanding the Ku Klux Klan had 
been done away with.

Afiairs in South Carolina. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., January 26.— 
Judge ‘I’. J. Mackey, Republican, 
who was sent by Governor Chamber- 
lain to investigate the recent troubles 
in Edgefield county, has made his 
report in which he lays blame chiefly 
upon the gross abuses in the county 
government. He declares that no 
English speaking people have been 
subjected to a like infliction since 
the Saxon wore the Norman collar. 
He says the officers of the colored 
militia have been in the habit of 
calling out their men whenever a 
personal quarrel arose between white 
and colored men, and this in spite of 
the fact that the State Constitution 
cives to the Governor alone power to 
call out the militia. He recommends 
the immediate disbandment and dis- 
arming of the militia. It is said 
Governor Chamberlain will act upon 
this recommendation.

The 
farming publichave been taught to look for soluble, precipitated and insoluble phos- 
phoric acid, and have been left entirely in the dark as regards neutral phosphoric acid, 
pronounced by all chemists, and estimated in all tables of agricultural value ofsuch 
— Ss, to be worth the same as the soluble phosphoric acid of the manufactured 
articie. 

Such prejudices asthese oper:.ted more against the introduction of Guanahani Gua- 
no than all others. 

In order to eradicate these false ideas or prejudices, I appeal to that almost infalli- 
ble verdict that comes from the plantation test, and refer you to the certificates con- 
tained ia the circular named. 

These certificates are from different sections of the States of North Carolina, Vir- 
ginia and Maryland, where Guanahani was used during the past year. 

In Noi tk Carolina they will be tonnd, on examination, to extend from Gatesville 
in ws East to Charlotte iu the West, and from the first agriculturists of the different 
sections. 

The judgment in these cases has not been made on account of a peas hte! pa uf wot 
or stalk, but from final results—as shown by the an ount of grain or cotton—and
